to the settlemeats on the North Saskat- 
chewan.

off the markets of those settlements, and 
that, in consequence of that, the people 
were unable to find means of getting rid 
of the produce which they raised. The 
consequence was they were being brought 
into a most undesirable state of poverty. 
I do not want to enter into great details 
at this time on that subject, because I am 
hap py to state that arrangements are be- 
ing carried on by a certain railway com- 
pany pointing towards the coustruction 
of the road to Prince Albert and Battle 
ford, which I hope will be concluded 
next mouth, and which will give the 
If those

time, I shall have a motion to lay before 
the House, and shall then have an oppor- 
tunity to go further into the details in 
regard to the subject. 


needed railway communication. 


[ will simply say 
now that I cannot urge too strongly on 
the Minister of the Interior and his col. 
leagues that there is a great necessity, in 
fact an immediate necessity, that the 
land grants for railways in that country 
should be located at once, if any work is 
to be carried out. It is absolutely neces- 
sary that those who ‘invest their money 
in these undertakings should know ex- 
actly what security they have got, and 
it is impossible for them to tell what the 
secnrity is worth until they know where 
these lands are, the lands being security 
for building the railways.” 


There was another question to which 
our representative referred, and that was 
the granting of scrip to the half-breeads 
of the Northwest. He raid: ‘This ques- 
tion has raised a great deal of discussion 
in the House before. _ The half-brecds in 
the Northwest have petitioned te the 
Northwest Assembly, and the Northwest 
Assembly have petitioned the honorable 
gentlemen who form the Government of 
this country, that scrip should be grant- 
ed to the children of all half-breeds who 
were born before March, 1885. They 
consider that they are justly eutitled to 
it, because the new arrangement was no° 
made with the half-breeds in the North 
west until 1885, when scrip was issued 
to them. We know that the half-breeds 
in Manitoba were settled with in 1870, 
but the half-breeds in the: Northwest 
were vot settled with until 1885; and, as 
my honorable friend from Aasiniboia 
{ Mr. Davin) very wisely and very well 
pointed out, the half-breeds in the North. 
west were a different class, in a way, 
from the half-breeds in Manitoba, they 
were in the same position with regard to 
the half-breeds ia Manitoba as the Black- 
feet Indians would bear to the Cree In- 
dians; consequently, when a settlement 
was made with the half-breeds in Man- 
itoba, it did not follow that a settle- 
ment was made with the helf-breeds in 
the Northwest—in fact, it rather follows 
that a settlement was oot made with 
them, as no steps were taken to settle | 
their claims. 1 should like, therefore, to 
hear the honorable minister express hisp- 
self in a manner that will endble me to 
pay tomy half-breed friends in the North- 
west-that they are likely to get the scrip 
because no settlement has been made 
with them, they had no word in making 
the treaty as. to euyrendering their rights; 
they accepted what was given them, but 
with this protest, they demand that this 


scrip should be issued to all children who | -
